IN THE SPECIFICATION; 

— Please replace paragraph [0003] with the following rewritten paragraph: 



Optical surges are caused by transient response of optical amplifiers. How much the input 
optical signal is degraded in a waveform depends on the characteristics of the optical amplifier, such 
as a relaxation time constant. Waveform degradation also depends on the input optical signal itself. 
As the input light varies in power, the waveform becomes degraded. 


Please replace paragraph [0004] with the following rewritten paragraph: 



FIG. 1 8a shows the waveform of an optical signal when the amoimt of data traffic is small and 

^ data is intermittently transmitted, such as a case where data packets are spaced long. If such burst 

optical signal as shown in FIG. 18a is provided to an optical amplifier, temporary periods during 

which no data is provided at all are observed, which are hereinafter referred to as a no-data period. 

If an optical signal is provided after a long no-data period, input light optical power varies. 
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
